now  grovm^up^seventh-grader s ; but^  to  our  humiliation  we  were 
treated  as  mere  ’’Kids”  by  our  upper  classmeno 

Perhaps  our  first  and  greatest  difficulty  was  deciding  which 
way  to  go  for  room  24  or  room  21*  No  matter  how  hard  we  tried,  we 
seemed  always  to  bo  late  for  class  or  in  the  wrong  room* 

It  didn^t  take  us  long  to  learn  that  wo  v/ero  quite  a prize 
class,  for  the  teachers  liked  or  disliked  our  actions  so  much  that 
they  often  deemed  it  necessary  (far' too  often)  to  see  our  shining 
countenances  after  school  v/ith,  oh,  so  many  sentences  to  write  on

Oiir  three  years  in  Junior  Hifjli  School  passed  quickly  and  rath-

An  instructive  and  interesting  assembly  was  held  on  March  26, 
at  which  time  the  District  Fire  Wrrden  gave  a talk  on  the  preven-- 

tlon  and  cause  of  forest  fires*  The  main  cause  of  the  forest  fires, 

the  warden  stated,  was  carelessness.  These  fires  destroy  hundreds 

acres  of  valuable  land  each  year. 

Many  fires  occur  in  the  State  of 

Massachusetts  and  lives  as  well  as 
property  are  destroyed*  This  assem- 
bly made  the  pupils  realize  that, 
with  care,  fires  can  be  prevented  and 
that  all  necessary  precautions  to 
oi’event  them  should  be  taken*

year’  was  held  on  April  16,  when  v/e 
were  entertained  by  Hans  Helm.

Helm  explained  how  he  developed  his" 
lungs  to  such  great  strength,  and  he

of  the  program.,  Mr*  Helm,  ass  iste  d

ley because  of  his  outstanding  performances.  The  students  were  am- 
azed at  this  performance  and  it  was  thoroughly  enjoyed  by  all. 


A general  assembly  was  held  on  May  7,  when  vre  were  privileged 
to  have  Mr.  McDermott  of  the  Secret  Service  Department  present 
movies  on  the  work  done  by  the  Secret  Service.

Work  fob  these  notes  is  very 
tedious  and  must  be  accurate.  The  second  reel  was  called  ’’Know 
Your  Money”;  in  this,  the  dcdecticn  of  counterfeit  was  explained. 
By  clDse  examination  under  a miorcscope,  counterfeit  money  may  be 
detected.  After  the  pictures,  Mr.  McDermott  graciously  consented 
to  answer  questions.  Many  questions  were  asked  by  both  students 
and  the  faculty;  the  answers  proved  very  intereJsting  and  instruc-

Speed,  speed,  vj^peed,  the  ssrord  of  shorthand  success.  Some 
people  boast  of  very  h5.gh  dictation  speeds,  but  the  ability  to 
transcribe  their  notes  at  a reasonably  high  speed  is  a different 
story.  If  one  can  develop  this  skill,  he  has  achieved  a _ great 
goal. 


The  fulfillment  of  that  achievoneht  is  the  purpose  of  the  Shoife 
hand  Improvement  Chart,  on  v/hich  are  recorded  the  results  in  a 
contest  between  the  second  year  shorthand  class  and  the  Office  Prac- 
tice Class,  The  second  3/ear  students  take  articles  dictated  at  50- 
60  v/ords  a minute  for  five  minutes,  and  the  Office  Practice  students 
use  tests  at  80-90-1C0  words  a minute  for  five  minutes.  The  object 
of  the  contest  is  to  see  hov>r  iiearly  perfectly  we  can  transcribe  our 
notes • 


Each  pupil  is  assigned  a different  color,  and  everyone  finds 
it  quite  fascinating  to  watch  the  colored  lines  rise  and  fall  on 
the  chart,  A good  deal  of  good-natured  joking  occurs  when  one  pu- 
pil takes  a nose-dive  towards  the  bottom  of  the  chart.
